Coal miners are demanding a 
minimum wage of $1.00 per hour 
with a seven hour day and a five 
day week. There are millions of 
farmers and other workers who 
would be glad to get even half 
that much. 
The position taken by organized 
workers groups seems to be th at 
they want what they deem to be 
their fair share of war profits. 
But. be that as it may. there 
ought be no war profits as sucn 
for anyone. If such does exist 
workers would be better helping 
themselves and their country by 
encouraging elimination of war 
profits. 
Government has no earnings. 
That which it spends is the sweat- 
stained earnings of all the people 
wrested from them by taxation. 
Government owes all the people 
an obligation to spend with prud­ 
ence. If that obligation is recog­ 
nized there will be no appease­ 
ment of unreasonable demands 
no m atter who makes such de­ 
mands. 
In our rearmament program and 
aid to Britain we have already 
obligated ourselves to about thirty- 
four billion man hours of labor. 
That is a tremendous amount of 


work to come out of ur economic I 
structure. It may be only a start- 1 
er. In any event we will al! have! 
to get down and grunt to carrv 
that burden.
